Rules of Order 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. 
and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the 
question shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after 


the President shall have stated the reason for his decision, the ap-: 


pellant may give the grounds of his appeal. . ee \ 

4. The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 

5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 

6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolu- 
tion offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 

8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection, unless one of the following should intervene, which 
motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 
(2) Indefinite postponement. 
(3) To lay on the table. 
(4) To refer to a committee. 
(5) To postpone to a given time 
(6) To amend. 
(7) To substitute. 
(8) To recommit. 
9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 


President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same ques- 
tion, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by 
the Conference, which shall be decided by vote without debate. 
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11. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when 
he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard for 
the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and 
_ personal reflections. 


13. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the 
call of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be 
in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
a reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to 
a fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and. 
no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any 
question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


18. Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall 
not be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unan- 
imous consent. 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the 
progress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members 
in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


- 21: These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to 
transfer into our Conference more men than are transferred out; 
not to bring men to places within our bounds without careful 
and equitable adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be 
contrued to the injury of our developing work or so as to em- 
barrass the authorities in providing for new work. 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all 
candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon 
credentials from other churches and for admission into full 
membership, shall be referred to a committee on Conference 
Relations ; and no such change of relations shall be granted, nor 
atty stich candidate admitted, until such committee shall have 
made its report. 

3. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session. 


4. No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Confer- 
ence who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed mat- 
tefs requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide 
the program for such service. 


6. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 
after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference 
standing. 


8. At the close of each Conference session the District 
Superintendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, com- 
posed of one member from each district and one from the Con- 
ference at large, which shall be placed upon the list of stand- 
ing committees. Each District Superintendent shall report to 
his committee the death of any minister or wife, or children 
of any minister, which may occur in his District. The chairman 
of this committee shall note the death of any member of the 
Conference or the wife of any such member, and then confer 
with the members of the committee. The memorial service shall 
be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It 
shall consist of usual devotional exercises and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by 
the committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shall have 
full control of the Conference memorial service. 
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9. The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise or- 
dered by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer 
of the Board of Trustees. 


10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall 
be the official record of the Conference. He shall take charge 
of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and 
have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions, 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of 
the Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the 
report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Confer- 
ence course of study who is conditioned upon more than one 
study. 


13. The President shall provide for closing up the business 
of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste 
or disorder at such time be manifest. 

14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 

15. These general and standing rules shall not be altered or 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting. 
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Course of Study and Reading for Traveling 
Preachers 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 
for undergraduates and candidates for admission. 


1. “Instruction by Correspondence” is expected of each Ex- 
aminer for every student under his particular charge. 


Z In the “books to be read” each student shall file with the 
Registrar a certificate that he has carefully read all the books. 


3. Examinations will be held in connection with the Minis- 
terial Associations or District Conferences and on the day pre- 
vious to the Annual Conference. No examination can be taken 
at any other time, unless reasons satisfactory to the Chairman 
and Registrar are given. 


4. Sermons and essays are required to be in the hands of 
the Examiner at least thirty days before Conference. It would 
_ be better to have them ready by mid-year examinations. 


5. No reports of grades will be made to students except: in 
cases falling below the minimum required to pass—70 per cent. 
In all such cases the Examiner shall report to the student that 
he failed to pass, and refer him to the Chairman of the Board to 
arrange for re-examination. 


6. All grades should be reported to the Registrar as soon as 
practicable after the examinations. 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary expenses of examinations, and must be 
paid before the examinations are begun.

Hymns 16, 279 and 193 were 
sung and G. O. Oliver, R. E. Myers, J. W. McDougall and G. A. 
Gray led in prayer. William R. Jeffrey, Jr., chairman of the 
Committee on Memoirs, spoke of the death of Mrs. JU Sttat- 
ford and introduced T. L. Jones, formerly Brother Stratford’s 
Presiding Elder, who spoke of the faithful service of this min- 
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ister and his wife. J. F. Dunlop, their pastor, then read the 
memoir of Mrs. Stratford as follows: 

“Emma Brenton was born in Clark County, Indiana, March 
4, 1855, and died of paralysis at her home in Creswell, Oregon, 
March 3, 1912. She came to Kansas in 1869, where she was 
married to Rev. J. L. Stratford, June 3, 1875. To this union 
was born six children, two boys and four girls. One son, aged 
18 years, died some time ago. Those still surviving her are her 
husband, Rev. J. L. Stratford, Mrs. Henry Stewart, Eugene, 
Oregon; Mrs. James Clark, of Yoncalla, Oregon; Bertha, Ethel 
and Walter, who reside at Creswell. The funeral services were 
held at the Creswell Methodist Episcopal Church Tuesday, the 
Sth of March, at 2:30. The sermon was preached by the pastor, 
Rey. J. F. Dunlop. A very large concourse of people were pres- 
ent, interment taking place at the Creswell cemetery. Sister 
Stratford is the wife of one of our.pioneer ministers, who is now 
a retired minister of the Oregon Conference. For thirty-seven 
years, happy and uncomplaining she served with him, being a 
true helper in the life of an itinerant Methodist minister. They 
began their work in Kansas, but the greater part of their service 
has been in Oregon, where they have served many charges in the 
Willamette Valley very acceptably. Nearly the entire life of 
Sister Stratford has been spent in the Church and in Christian 
work. Although she looked well to needs of her own household, 
yet her life was characterized by the altruistic spirit. She lived 
for others, carried the burdens of others. So much so that she 
has gained the respect and love of the people of every charge 
which they have served. Many of the old parishioners and 
friends extend their sympathy to the bereaved husband and 
family.”

__ REsotution—On motion of C. O. McCulloch the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 
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_Whereas, Great interest is now manifest in the Pacific Coast, 
an interest magnified and intensified above that which is usual 
because of the approaching completion of the Panama Canal, 
which completed work through the vast numbers of people which 
will be thereby brought undoubtedly to these shores, will put 
upon Methodism here a responsibility it will be utterly unable 
adequately to meet alone and without the very generous and 
prompt cooperation of the various Benevolent Boards of the 
Church ; and 

Whereas, There has come, and there is now, upon the Clinton 
Kelly Memorial Church, Portland, Oregon, an emergency arising 
from peculiar conditions in this case and apparently in the singular 
inability of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
to appreciate or understand these conditions, and because this is 
only one of many such cases calling for a specially generous con- 
sideration at the hands of the Board of Nome Missions and Church 
Extension. It has sometimes seemed as if it were difficult to get 
assistance for our. struggling, needy churches, which, if really 
true, would be subversive of the very purpose for which the 
Board of Church Extension was brought into existence, therefore 


Be It Resolved, First, that we memoralize the various Benev- 
olent Boards of the Church, or committees governing those 
Boards, to make careful. inquiry as to what changes, if any, 
are necessary in the rules’ of administration of these great 
trusts, where those rules appear to lack in comprehensiveness, 
flexibility and adaptability to meet new and grave conditions, 
and will by the revision which may be found necessary in those 
rules to enable the Church to meet the responsibility which 
providential opportunity lays upon her in this hour most critical 
and big with destiny. 

Second—That we commend the case of the Clinton Kelly 
Memorial Church, and all cases of similar character to careful 
re-opening, and to the review and favorable action to which 
the present distress entitles them, at the next meeting of the 
General Committee of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

Third:That we most earnestly request our resident Bishop, 
R. J. Cooke, and the representatives from the Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth General Conference Districts to present 
these resolutions, and the reasons therefor to the next meeting 
of the respective General Committees for their favorable and 
immediate action.

that a trumpet call to soul saving effort throughout our connection 
was sounded by the last General Conference, and that our beloved 
Bishop Cooke has emphasized the fact that the saving of men is 
the essential business of the Church. In keeping with the sugges- 
tions of the General Conference Commission on Aggressive Evan- 
gelism, of which our own Dr. Benjamin Young, of Portland, is the 
Fifteenth General Conference District Representative, we recom- 
mend: 


First: That an Annual Conference Commission consisting 
of one preacher from each District be nominated. by the District 
Superintendents and elected by the Conference, said Commission 
to have full power to formulate and execute plans for evangelistic 
effort in keeping with the plans of the General Confrence Com- 
mission. 


Seconp: That this Commission co-operate with the Com- 
mittee on Conference Program in arranging for evangelistic meet- 
ings, and a school for training in evangelistic methods at our next 
Annual Conference. We desire to record our appreciation of the 
afternoon meetings held this year under the able direction of our 
Conference Evangelist, C. M. Van Marter, in which we have been 
graciously blessed and inspired to deeper devotion to Jesus Christ.

REPORT OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The American Bible Society has a historic relation to our 
Church, as it acts for the Church in the fundamental work of the 
translation, revision, publication and circulation of the Scriptures. 
All home and foreign missionary work is under profound obliga- 
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tion to this missionary agency. Withuot it their own resources 
would be inadequate for their tasks. The work of Christian mis- 
sions simply could not be carried on without an Agency of this 
kind. 


TRANSLATIONS. 


Three new languages appear this year on our list of printed 
Scriptures: First, the Navajo; second, the Kurdish, and third, 
the Shulla. It is the first time that the Shulla language has been 
written and the Roman alphabet has been adapted for the purpose 
by missionaries in the Soudan. 


REVISIONS. 


Akin to the translation of the Scriptures is the revision of 
existing Scriptures. This is continually going on through the 
American Bible Society’s agencies in different parts of the world, 
as languages of nations and tribes change in their rise above 
illiteracy. 

A revised Spanish version of the four Gospels has been 
issued. A revision of the Portuguese version is also being carried 
on. The revision of the Siamese Bible is also making progress 
at Bangkok. In China two carefully chosen committees are 
carrying through the revision of the Mandarin and Wenli version. 
In Japan a Committee has been appointed to undertake the re- 
vision of the Japanese version and has begun work. In Natal, 
South Africa, the revision of the Zulu Scriptures is being carried 
forward; the Bible Society meeting the expense. 


Besides these revisions, translations in languages in which 
parts of the Bible have been printed already, are being carried 
to completion, as for instance, the Quechua version used by In- 
dians in Peru and Bolivia. The Korean version has been com- 
pleted, and this year, for the first time, the people of Korea have 
the whole Bible in their language. The Sheetswa Old Testament 
has also been completed, and the first consignment of the whole 
Bible has been shipped from the Bible House to Portuguese East 
Africa for the Methodist Episcopal missionaries in Portuguese 
East Africa. In the Philippines work has been going forward 
on the Panayan Old Testament, the Cebuan Old Testament, the 
Pangasinan Old Testament and the Gospels in Ibanag. 

The Tercentenary of the completion of the English Bible 
has been celebrated throughout the United States, Great Britain, 
and all lands where the English language is spoken. King George, 
President Taft, Woodrow Wilson, William Jennings Bryan and 
Theodore Roosevelt all actively participated in these celebrations, 
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which were the occasion for summing up the fruits of the general 
circulation of the Bible among the common people. 


We are justifiea in expecting similar results in non-Christian 
lands. The completion of a version of the whole Bible in any 
laguage is not heralded abroad; its translators are not honored 
by titles or decorations; the Bible Society that has adequately 
published it is not remembered. Yet it may rightly be affirmed 
that the day on which a translation of the whole Bible is com- 
pleted in any language is an epoch in history. An African ex- 
pressed a pregnant truth when, on seeing the complete Bible in 
Sheetswa, he said, “Now we are a Nation!””, And of China it is 
said the revolution began with Robert Morrison and his Bible 
translation. 


DISTRIBUTION. 


The total issues at home and abroad for the year amount to 
3,691,201 volumes. One-half of these were issued from the 
Bible House in New York, and the other half by the Society’s 
agencies abroad, in Turkey, Syria, Siam, China and Japan. 

The work of distribution has been carried -on by an army 
of 1,025 Bible missionaries. The work on the Pacific Coast has 
increased to the sale and distribution of 60,489 volumes in 55 
different languages; 135 Sunday Schools supplied with Scrip- 
tures 75 jails and institutions, and the supplying by its regular 
colporteurs of over 9,500 families and individuals who were with- 
out Scriptures. Grants were made by the Society only when 
the cost price could not be met. 

Assistance was given to struggling churches, City Rescue 
missions, missionary societies, Seamen’s Institutes, Salvation 
Armies, various city missionary workers, Indian reservations, 
Reform schools, hospitals, orphanages, immigrants, prisons, lum- 
ber camps, mines, to the blind and to individuals needy and des- 
titute. 

We commend this world work of the Society, and recommend 
that our Conference seek to do its full share in raising the ap- 
portionment adopted by our General Conference.

tian work in China. We also feel sure that it places added re- 
sponsibilities on Christian America to quickly evangelize the Chi- 
nese now resident in the United States.

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CONSOLIDATION OF CHINESE WORK. 


To the Oregon Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church: 

Your Committee on the Consolidation of Chinese Work in 
the City of Portland, beg leave to make the following report: 

A meeting of the representatives of the Protestant Episcopal 
churches was called together in the Y. M. C. A. on May 10th, 
1911, for the purpose of discussing the Chinese mission work now 
being conducted in the City of Portland by different denomina- 
tions. J. W. McDougall was elected chairman of the meeting, 
and C. N. Wonacott, secretary. Representatives from the Meth- 
odist Episcopal, Baptist, Christian and Presbyterian churches were 
present. 

The chairman stated the object of the meeting was to con- 
sider the conducting of religious work for Chinese of Portland 
more economically and efficiently, by closer co-operation of the 
denominations than heretofore had been carried on. 


The following resolution was adopted: 


“RESOLVED, That we who are present will endeavor, if the 
way be clear, to enter into a co-operative work among Chinese, 
if all denominations now working among them, and all who shall 
hereafter undertake work among them in this city, shall use it 
as their sole agency for such work.” 

In as much as the United Brethren and Episcopal were the 
only two other denominations known by those present to be con- 
ducting Chinese missions, the secretary was instructed to com- 
municate to them the minutes of the meeting, and asked their 
members on this committee to represent them, 

At a later meeting at the same place on June 28th, 1911, all 
the denominations were represented but the United Brethren. 


Sub-committees were appointed to look into the matter of 
the Chinese co-operation reported at the former meeting, with a 
special reference to the educational work. It was thought by the 
committee that the educational work could be best carried on 
through the Y. M. C. A., therefore Mr. French, the educational 
director and Mr. Stone, the general secretary, were made members 
of the committee for the making of plans, and the working out of 
the report as adopted. 


After the adjournment of the last annual Conference, your 
committee met again with the representatives of above mentioned 
churches, to further consider Chinese work. 


On October 3rd the report of the educational director of the 


Y. M. C. A. was presented, giving a full comprehensive and de- 
tailed statement as to location of missions, party in charge, teach- 
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ers, pupils, the hours and system, of the schools, these were 
discussed, and conclusions arrived at as follows: 

__ It was the sense of the meeting that the Chinese work of the 
city should be made one, both in work and numbers, and in that 
the committee felt like trying again to bring up the force that 
would make possible a unionized Christian work for the Chinese 
of the City of Portland. It was stated that Bishop Barclay of the 
United Brethren Church could not see his way clear at this time 
to enter a union, but inasmuch as such a movement was so urgent, 
the motion was made and carried that the chairman, together with 
two other members of the committee act as a special committee 
and interview Bishop Barclay, seeking his co-operation in making 
possible the union Christian work. 

On the 15th day of October the committee interviewed Bishop 
Barclay for the purpose of seeking his co-operation in uniting the 
Chinese Mission work of Portland. 

The matter was talked over pro and con with Bishop Barclay, 
who persistently refused to have anything to do with the 
movement. It was explained to the Bishop that it was through 
united efforts that other denominations would enter into this effort 
to unite the Chinese work, but the Bishop stated that there were 
certain things contained in other denominations which his denomi- 
nation did not countenance, and he would not use his offices to 
unite the work. | 

It was stated to the Bishop that it was with profound regret 
on the part of the special committee that he could not see his way 
clear to unite in this work, which we felt would mean much to 
the lives of the Chinese of Portland. 

The failure in this effort to unite the work was communicated 
to different men of the general committee. Inasmuch as unioniz- 
ing of the work depended upon all the denominations uniting, and 
inasmuch as Bishop Barclay representing the United Brethren 
Church, did not feel at liberty to unite, the Chairman stated that 
for the present there was no need for calling a special committee 
meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


Your Committee on Education wishes to emphasize more 
than ever the value of our church schools in the development of 
Christian character and Christian workers. At the formative 
period of college days it is vitally important that students come in 
contact with teachers whose influence is positive for Christ and 
the church. We deplore the fact that the boasted academic free- 
dom of the secular schools so frequently resolves itself into a 
freedom to attack, or to neglect, the important things of religion, 
as we deplore the prevalence of social ideals which prove an 
embarrassment and a detriment to young people from Christian 
homes. 


We congratulate you that at Willamette University the social 
life is of wholesome Christian type and that the students come 
immediately in contact with teachers whose personal character 
and Christian ideals are of the highest. “Mark Hopkins at one 
end of a log” is still representative of the superlative degree of 
scholastic privilege; and better than all endowments are the men 
and women who give of the wealth of their own souls to the 
students who daily sit at their feet. 


We rejoice that Willamette University has had a prosperous 
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year. The College of Liberal Arts has had an increase of 45 
per cent in the number of students enrolled and the Academy an 
increase of 25 per cent. The prospects for the coming year indi- 
cate an attendance larger than ever. The Ladies’ Hall has been 
enlarged to give increased accommodation and has all been spoken 
for even though school has not yet opened. The campus has been 
greatly improved and beautified. We are proud of its beauty and 
its strategic location. 

The campaign for endowment has been carried on with 
energy. Since last Conference almost $200,000 has been added to 
the total amount. The president, vice-president, and trustees, 
have been giving themselves with enthusiasm and success to this 
colossal undertaking and are feeling the exhilaration of victory. 
We urge upon our people the claims of this great enterprise. We 
believe the campaign for funds should be pressed forward during 
these closing months of 1912 until the full amount shall be raised 
and enough more to provide a noble Memorial Building for the 
pioneers who, amid sacrifice and heroism, laid the foundation of 
Methodism in the Northwest. We pledge our full co-operation 
by personal work and by opening our churches in order that the 
plans for the Campaign may be speedily and thoroughly successful. 
We recommend also the apportionment to our charges of 25 cents 
per member for the current expense fund of the University—20 
per cent of which shall go to the support of Kimball School of 
Theology. 

Kimball School of Theology has had another good year and 
is making substantial growth. Its library has received additions 
this year and now numbers upwards of 3000 volumes. 

Perhaps few yet realize the importance of a school of theology 
located as is Kimball. The nearest theological school to the south 
is the Presbyterian at San Anselmo, near San Francisco. On the 
east is none nearer than Denver. To the north we believe the 
field is entirely unoccupied. To serve the needs of this vast area 
Kimball School of Theology was founded. It ought to have an 
endowment adequate to its opportunity. We are glad that its 
trustees are planning a campaign in 1913 to secure an endowment 
which will enable the school to do the largest possible service. For 
the work of training men for the ministry no equipment should 
be lacking. 

To turn money into Christian efficiency is its highest use. 
Important as are some of the enterprises now in progress in the 
Oregon Conference we wish emphatically to state there are no 
enterprises so fraught with significance to the Methodism of this 
Northwest as the Christian institutions on the campus at Wil- 
lamette University. 

We are glad for the prosperity of our theological institutions,

The tendency of the age is to recognize the worth of those 
who by self sacrifice and earnest endeavor have made possible our 


civil and religious institutions and we rejoice that the Methodist 


Episcopal Church has incorporated in its policy a coimnectional 
movement which not only recognize the ability and unceasing

We further recommend that every pastor comply with the 
requirements of the Discipline in prorating the pastor’s salary 
with the Bishop, District Superintendent and Conference claim- 
ants, and that we urge upon the pastor’s the necessity of fre- 
quently presenting this matter to the people and encourage them 
both by precept and example to pay as God has prospered them 
until not less than $100,000 permanent fund has been raised for 


this very important cause. :

FREEDMAN’S AID SOCIETY. 


Your Committee on Freedman’s Aid Society respectfully 
reports: 


There are twenty-two schools under the care of the Society, 
with 500 teachers and nearly 7000 students. In them is held up 
the ideal that emancipation rises above the physical to the social, 
intellectual and moral freedom of a people, and that only as every 
new power is directed to Christian service is there true liberty. 


There were during the past year in these schools for the 
negro people over 300 conversions and their graduates are 
everywhere recognized as leaders in the solution of the problems 
that confront their race. 


To the support of these institutions for the current year the 
General Committee has appropriated $300,000, an advance of 
$50,000 over last year. The apportionment for this Conference 
‘is $1,934. Our apportionment for the last year was $1,390 of 
which we paid $1,004. Your committee urges that the full ap- 
portionment for this year be met. 


In addition to this we call attention to the following para- 
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graph which was adopted by the General Conference in May, 
1912: “We endorse the recommendation of the Board of Man- 
agers of the General Committee and the Board of Bishops that 
the year 1913 be. observed as the Semi-Centennial Jubilee of the 
glorious Act of Emancipation, that the year be kept free for re- 
ligious and patriotic celebration of this momentuous occurrence, 
and that special offerings be made in connection with this Anni- 
versary Celebration for the support, endowment, and more per- 
fect equipment of the Freedmen’s Aid Schools.”

We face a solid front in the 
saloon and wish it were possible to meet it with an undivided 
opposition. 

We are in hearty accord with all the recognized temperance 
forces now operating for the common good and urge the largest 
possible. co-operation therewith.
